OVER A CENTURY...’

PREBBLE 


. A. reader writes that a seagull fying over.the Bude 
gulf course pleked up'a ball when it’ arrived’ several yards 
from the sixth green and carried it to within five feet of 


the pin. : 
Golf balla 


_ , an egg. 
2 passengors’ heads. 


This year the golf ball celebrates 
its centenary and Its quinquaxenary. 
Please to remember the names of 
Mr Gourlay and Dr Coburn Haskell, 
who gave us ‘the modern golf ball, , 
Prior to 1848, golfers, who were 
largely Scots, played with bails 
called “‘featheries.” at 
These were mado of leather, stuff- 
ed, by means of a special tool, with 
“os many feathers 
hold.” ; 
A hundred years ago Mr'Gourlay 
produced a solid gultapercha ball, 
eventually known as a “guttle.”" 


In the beginning it was made by }. 


professionals themselves, using iron 
moulds clamped together and hented 
in tanks of hot water. 

Almost Immediately it underwent 
ity frst modification. It was found 
that a batl which had been marked 
by the club had better tight. 


END OF THE GUTTIE 

So professtanals began to hammer 
rough patterns on the smooth gutta- 
percha, Later, the  factory-mnde 
guttle was moulded with o patterned 
surface. . : 

For 50 years golfers swore by the 
duttle, but In 1898 the yolfing world 
heard news that was the beginning 
of the end for the guttle. : 

Across the Atlantic a dentist, Dr 
Coburn Haskell, had invented a 
new ball with a hard rubber centre 
ground which was wound by 
machine, highly stretched - rubber 
thread, the whole being encased in- 
a dimpled shell of gulta-percha. 

Golfers were divided. They wrote 
fierce Ictters to the Times. Sup- 
porters of the guttie cheered when 
the cover of the Haskell ball flew 
off in mid-air, ~ 

The new ball was unsuccessful at 
the British Amateur Champlonship 
at Hoylake in 1902, 


SCORING IMPROVED 

But a few weeks later the reat 
Alex Herd won: the British Open 
with the rubber-cored ball. ‘ 

Scoring improved rapidly. Irom 
1892 to 1901, using the guttle, the 
average score per round for winners 
of the British Open was 78.3, From 
1902 to 1926 it was 75.1, and from 
1927 to 1039 it was 72.2. 

By 1914 the guttle was finished. 
After the war the Royal and‘Ancient 
decided: that the new golf bail could 
not be grenter than 1.62 ozs, in 
weight, nor Jess than 162 ozs. in 
diqmeter. These limitations © held 
-good until 1932, when the Americans 
complicated things. -
